Mr, Oltmans made the state- 
ments in interviews before testi- 
Tying for more than three hours 
at @ closed session of the House 
Committee on Assassinations sub- 
committee investigating the stay- 
ing of President Kennedy. 

On Instruction 

Mr. Oltmans related the testi- 
mony to newsmen after the ses- 
sion, He said Mr, de Mob- 
renschildt told him in Dallas in 
February that Oswald “acted on 
his instructions, they discussed 
the assassination from A to Z 
and they knew they were going to 
kill Kennedy.” 

Mr. Oltmans seid Mr. de Moh- 
renschildt—treated in the past for 
mental iliness—was “almost in 
tears" when he confessed the 
story in Dallas on Feb, 27.

A ‘New’ Juba Is Slowly Emerging

JUBA, the Suden (WP).—The 
modern world is coming to this 
isolated Nile River city deep in 
the southern Sudan in bits and 
pleces but it dots not yet add 
up to the much advertised “New” 
δια. 


The city of 130,000 has no tele- 
phone communication with the 
country’s capital but color tele- 


where. 
A lot of time and energy are 
spent here seeking shade from 
tiny bars. 
A favorite hangout of local of- 
ficiels is the mango tree-shaded 
veranda of the city's one hotel, 
called by outsiders the Juba 
Hilton, where expatriates and 
Arabs from the north curse the 
fond and service.

But Juba isnot without a grow- 
ing number of-assets, more ap- 
Precfated by long-suffering resi- 
dents than visitors. There is a 
Dutch-built bridge across the 
Nile, replacing an antiquated 
ferry, and 17 miles of asphalt 
road.

Jobless Rate 
Down in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).

that the ill effects of the severe 
winter weather and related energy 
shortages had only a temporary 
effect on the economy. 

The Ofarch jobless rate was 
at the same leve] as in January. 
Tt rose 0.2 per cent in February 
largely because of layoffs result- 
ing from energy shortages. 

‘Total employment increased by 
513,000 in March to 89.5 million, 
continuing an expansion that bes 
totaled 1.7 million persons since 
October. The number of persons 
unemployed dropped by 119,000 
last month to 7.1 million. 

Most of the improvement in 
unemployment took place among 
adult men, a reflection of fac- 
tory recalls and a sharp pickup 
in the construction industry. 

Im amother report, the Com- 
merce Department eaid today 
that construction spending jump- 
ed 9.8 per cent in February above 
January levels. 

Tt said the seasonally-adjusted 
annual rate of new construction 
put in place was $150.5 billion, 
up from January’s upward revised. 
$137.1 billion. 

In another economic report 
issued today, the Federal Trade 
Commission said that manufac- 
turers’ after-tax profits averaged 
five cents per dollar of sales in 
the fourth quarter of 1976, down 
almost 6 per cent from the 5.3 
cents in the third quarter of 1976. 

The annual rate of return 
(after taxes) on stockholders’ 
equity was 13.1 per cent in the 
fourth quarter of 1976, compared 
with 13.7 per cent in the third 
quarter and 13.1 per cent in the 
fourth quarter of 1975. 

After-tax profits of manu- 
facturing corporations in the 
fourth quarter were $15.5 billion, 
down $500 million from the 
Preceding quarter and up 813 
billion from the 1975 quarter.

Mr. Carter also said he will 
send Congress proposed legisla- 
tion within 90 days to provide 
technological aid for U.S, shoe 
Producers. market research to 
pinpoint new sales opportunities, 
assistance for hard-hit shoe 
manufacturing communities and 
federal help for the promotion 
and marketing of 0.S.-made foot- 
wear. 

While Mr. Strauss would not 
Pinpoint his negotiating goals, he 
said they are “very definitely to 
Toll back” shipments to this coun- 
try from Taiwan and South 
Korea. 

Mr, Strauss argued that shoes 
shipped here by those countries 
carry such low price tags that 
even a 40-per-cent tariff would 
Dot significantly cut their volume 
of shipments. He said Mr. Car- 
ter felt that. in such a situation, 
the higher tartffs urged by the 
‘Trade Commission could only 
have the effect of inflating the 
Prices that consumers pay. 

By rejecting the ITC recom- 
mendations in the shoe case, 
however. Mr. Carter now has put 
himself in a position where he 
can go to the economic summit 
conference in London on May 7-8 
without having adopted “protec- 
tionist” Measures proposed by the 
ITC. The White House decisions 
in the cases involving imports of 
television sets and sugar have 
later deadlines.

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THE SELFISH GENE 
By Richard Dawkins. Oxford. 224 pp. $8.95.

another book about how human 
behavior is governed by man's 
evolutionary origins It only 
seems so at first because, for 
one thing, Dawkins is an 
ethologist—he teaches animal 
behavior at Oxford—and the 
ethologists have done a lot of 
extrapolating from animal to 
human behavior in the last decade 
or so. For another thing, Dawkins 
looks as if he is writing about 
people because for economy's 
sake he must write about “blind” 
phenomena—that is, the way 
genes survive by producing 
animal bodies that will behave 
to the genes’ advantage—as if 
they were controlled by sub- 
jective human will. 


But in fact, “The Selfish 
Gene" is scarcely concerned at 
afl with human behavior, except 
at the very beginning, where the 
author assures us that despite 
his belief in Darwin's theories 
of evolution, “I am not advocat- 
ing a morality based on evolu- 
tion. I am saying how things 
have evolved. I am not saying 
how we humans morally ought to 
behave.” ("I stress this.” Dawkins 
goes on to say, “because I know 
I am in danger of being mis- 
understood by those people, all 
too numerous, who cannot distin- 
gush a statement of bellef in 
wheat is the case from an 
advocacy of what ought to be 
the case.") 


And in his concluding chapter, 
Dawkins speculates that be- 
cause civilization evolves by 
cultural as well as by genetic 
transmission, “a new kind of 
replicator” may recently have 
emerged, which he calls a 
“meme"—it rhymes With cream 
and is short for “mimeme” from 
the Greek root-word for imita- 
tion—end which he defines as 
“behaving” in precisely the same 
way as 8 gene does. But 
otherwise he is not concerned 
with human behavior. He does 
mot bother to mention, even in 
his bibMography, such extra- 
politive works as Robert Ardrey’s 
“The ‘Territorial Imperative.” 
Desmond Morris's “The Naked 
Ape," or Lionel Tiger’s “Men in 
Groups.” 

No, Dawkins has 2 much more 
Specific quarrel with certain 
ethologists. It is with the claims 
of such books as Konrad Lorenz's 


of the ideas of V.C. Wynne- 
Edwards), and I. Efbl-Elbesfeldt's 
“Love and Hate.” “The trouble 
with these books is that their 
authors got it totally and utterly 
Wrong,” argues Dawkins. “They 
got it wrong because they mis- 
understood how evolution works. 
They made the erroneous as- 
sumption that the important 
thing in evolution is the good of 
the species (or the group) ratber 
than the good of the individual 
(or the gene).” 


So what Dawkins devotes most 
of his book to explaining is 
generally how genes control evo- 
lution and the behavior of in- 
dividual organisms that have 
emerged in the process, and 
specifically, how genes account 
for behavior that might appear 
to be “altruistic” to a human 
observer but is essentially “selfish” 
in nature. 


For instance—to choose just 
one of many dramatic examples 
the 


fighting, os if the refusal of 
creatures to kill their kind was 
inherent “for the good of the 
species.” But, as Dawkins 
demonstrates, if it were profitable 
for genes to have their bodies kill 
fellow bodies, they would do 50. 
It simply im't profitable, as 
Dawkins demonstrates with a 
concept in games theory called 
“the evolutionary stable strategy.” 


The gene is as it 
were, to act in its own interest, 
ποὺ the species’. And so it goes 
with Kinship theory ‘including 
parent-offspring relations and 
the evolution of the social in- 
sects}, sex-ratio theory, reci- 
Procal altruism, deceit and the 
natural selection of sex dif- 
ferences. The gene even acts in 
its own interest when it shows 
up in creatures that appear to 
be behaving altruistically, such 
as the Thompson's gazelle that 
apparently jumps up and down 
to warn its fellows of impending 
danger, or in animals that com- 
mit suicide, such a5 bees who 
sting honey-raiders, but com- 
mit almost certain suicide in the 
process. Always, it is the selfish 
gene. 

Of course. none of this could 
come as startling news to anyone 
who has read Jacques Monod’s 
“Chance and Necessity” (1971), 
in which the French Nobel lau- 
reate in biochemistry explained 
the “blind™ process by which 
genetic material replicates itself. 
But it is not the theory of “The 
Selfish Gene" that is so srrest- 
ing ac the marvelous lucidity with 
which Dawkins applies it to 
various behavior mechanisms that 
have hitherto been misunderstood.
